S OME are of an Opinion (fays Mr. Foz) that Cardinal 
Richheu formed his Scheme of Power, to laft no longer 
than his own Life he had a Mind to govern at Will; 
but was not unwilling that Liberty fhould revive after his 
Deceafe, and the Reafon given for this Opinion is, that he 
did not undermine the Foundation of Liberty, by endea- 
vouring to fubdue the Parliament of Paris by Corruption, 
| it is certain, he had Civil Employments enough at his 
difpofal, to have gained over a Majority of that Affembly ; 
that is to fay, if he could have found a Number bafe enough 
to have accepted of thefe Employments upon the fcandalous 
Conditions upon which they are generally given, and then — 
he would have had nothing to do, but for Form-fake to have 
prefented his Ediéts to be verified, but he had Senfe enough 
to know, that fo grofs an Impofition could never have pafled 
upon the People, that it would be a dangerous and foolifh Me-_ 
thod, for it is very poffible the People might not fubmit to — 
Edicts formed at Court, and verified by thofe whom they 
knew to be the Slaves of the Court, only becaufe they were 
culled a Parliament, therefore he did that by Art and Ad- 
drefs, which a very Blunderer might have brought about, by 
(quandering away the Treafure of the Kingdom i in Bribes. 

It is certain in this laft Cafe the Forms "would have been

Machiavil fays, that thofe who go about to deftroy the 
Libertics of a free People, muft by all Means fuffer things 
to retain their ufual Forms, becaufe (f:ys he) the 
will be fo deceived by thefe # form, that they will not fee 
their Liberties are going, at leaft for a creat while, and 
even til! they. feel the Chance, by the Severities of Arbitrary 
Powers ; this was the Method taken by Augu/lus, which
